programmes have been prescribed and updated by the National Council for Teacher 
Education (NCTE) from time to time. The revised norms & standards for C.Ed and 
D.Ed wen? promulgated vide notification No. F.49-4/2006-NCTE (|^&S) dated 30th, 
November 2006 published in the Gazette of India Extra-Ordinary on 1December 
2006. 


2. In continuation of the above notification and in. exercise of the powers conferred 
under sub-jsection 2 of Section 32 of the NCTE Act, 1993 (73 of 1993), the NCTE 
hereby revise the Norms and Standards for teacher education courses leading to 
Certificate in Physical Education(C.P.Ed), Bachelor of Physical Educdtion(B.P.Ed) and 
Master of :%sical Education{M.P.Ed) and makes the following regjilations, namely: 


1* ShoH Title and Commencement: 


(1) These regulations may be called the “National Council for Teacher Education 
(Recognition Norms & Procedure) ( Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 2006.”
